Completion last Tuesday of 
the 


year's primary elections drew ex- 
pressions of distinct pleasure at the 
results from wet leaders while the 
generals of the prohibition forces 
refrained from direct comment but 
took occasion to pledge themselves 
to resist every effort towards re- 
peal of the dry laws.

es of the country.
